Concise Explanation of the Relevance 



JP-U-59-6556 

This document shows a braking system including an assisting device 
(10, 1 1 , 20-25, 30-58) operable to apply to the pressurizing piston of the master 
cylinder (5), an assisting drive force which is different from the primary drive 
force. The assisting drive force is controlled by a controller (37) according to a 
vehicle weight or load detected by a floor-height sensor 36, but is not controllable 
on the basis of the operating condition of the brake operating member (2).

This document merely shows a hydraulic braking system including 
solenoid-operated valves (7, 13) for controlling a hydraulic pressure to be applied 
to wheel brake cylinder (5) connected to master cylinder (4) and pump (17). 
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
